KENTUCKY RACING. 


N the lobby of the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, 

after the Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion’s meeting last Saturday morning, an Ameri- 
can Turf Association press agent, who had come 
over from Louisville to attend the meeting, was 
telling about plans for racing at Lexington, 
Louisville and Latonia. His hearers were a 
group of horsemen. He had said: “At Lexing- 
ton they will give purses from $500 to $1,000 
and at Louisville and Latonia the minimum purse 
will be $800 with graduated scale up to $1,200, 
and maybe there may be some $1,500 overnight 
events.” Up to this point no horseman had said 
anything. They were unmistakably not well 
pleased with what they had heard. One of the 
younger men, a Lexingtonian who breeds horses 
he owns and trains, said in a quiet way: ‘You've 
told us what they have decided to give, now tell 
us what they intend to take.” The press agent 
was nonplussed for a moment, but his reply was, 
as he turned away: “I have not been informed 
as to that.” 


The sum and substance of the situation is that 
Kentucky has the same American Turf Asso- 
ciation control of the State Racing Commission, 
though it has a more capable man for secretary 
than formerly; a $500 daily license tax (instead 
of $2,500) for Lexington and Dade Park; a re- 
duction of $400 (from $1,200 to $800) in the 
minimum purse at Louisville and Latonia; 
a reduction of $300 (from $800 to $500) in the 
minimum purse at Lexington and Dade Park; 
the same number of racing officials at presum- 
ably the same pay, since nothing has been re- 
lated on that subject; the same 10 per cent to 
be taken by all associations from the pari-mu- 
tuel pools; the same admission fees at the gate; 
the same license fees for jockeys and trainers, 
and the same high stall rent. 


The only apparent concession to the horsemen 
is the adoption of an open claiming rule, the text 
of which is not yet available for publication. 
This was a worthy act on the Commission’s part. 
Under this rule traffic in horses can and doubt- 
less will be stimulated, but by reduction of the 
minimum claiming prices to $1,500 at Louisville 


and Latonia and to $1,000 at Lexington and Dade 
Park, the game will be for the cheaper sort. 

The adoption of this open rule will give every 
person the privilege of making a claim, provided 
that person is in good standing on the Turf and 
has the required price in cash to be paid for the 
horse. It will not entirely do away with “friend- 
ly” claiming, but it will prevent such discordant 
incidents as attended the refusal of Lexington 
stewards to order delivery of a claimed horse 
belonging to a member of the State Racing Com- 
mission and the order made by the Latonia stew- 
ards for the return of another claimed horse to 
another member of the State Racing Commission. 

One horseman said to THE BLOOD-HORSE: “Rac- 
ing in Kentucky is being crucified on the cross 
of commercialism, and it is being done by two 
men, neither of whom ever owned a Thorough- 
bred and neither of whom ever had the slightest 
sentiment for a Thoroughbred.” 

Be that as it may, THE BLOOD-HORSE sees 
nothing constructive in the American Turf As- 
sociation’s policy as regards Kentucky. The ef- 
fect of that policy is to cheapen the sport to 
the point of degradation and to disturb and dis- 
tress the breeding industry. If it is being done 
blindly, it is pitiful; if intentionally and pur- 
posefully, it is dastardly. But in the last analy- 
sis it is destructive. 


HALF-MILE TRACKS. 

T their meeting on March 6, stewards of 

The Jockey Club in New York passed the 
following: “On motion, duly seconded, it was 
voted that the stewards at all meeting be, and 
hereby are, requested not to grant temporary 
jockeys’ or trainers’ licenses to any jockey or 
trainer who has participated during the year 
1932 in half-mile track racing other than on 
such half-mile tracks as are duly licensed by a 
state racing commission or other recognized 
Turf governing body, or racing conducted by a 
bona-fide state, county or other fair association 
for a period not exceeding five days.” 

Note that this request is made of “stewards of 
all meetings.” It therefore is the hope of The 
Jockey Club that it will be observed generally 
throughout the United States and Canada, and 


| 
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at Havana and Agua Caliente as well. The ex- 
emption is, of course, intended to cover particu- 
larly the half-mile track meetings of five days 
each authorized in Maryland. 


It could be made to cover also the proposed 
meetings at Sportsman’s Park, the former dog 
track at Cicero, Illinois, if the promoters of that 
plant could secure sanction of the Illinois Turf 
Association. 

We think, as heretofore stated in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE, that it perhaps would have been better 
to have made the request to cover meetings at 
courses of less than one mile. It would not be 
difficult to change a half-mile track to a furlong 
or so longer. Thus the purpose of The Jockey 
Club’s plan could easily be defeated. 


SCRATCHES. 

ORSEMEN who raced at Hialeah Park and 

Tropical Park are dissatisfied with the rule 
denying the right of withdrawal from purse 
races and overnight handicaps. They have an- 
nounced intention to request of the Florida State 
Racing Commission changes to conform with 
the rules and practice in the States of Kentucky, 
Illinois and Maryland. This is not an unreason- 
able request, and the Racing Commission doubt- 
less will comply with it before the racing season 
of 1932—’33 opens. 


In Kentucky and Illinois the rules read: 
“Declarations in purse races, when there are only 
eight entries or less, must be accompanied by 
five (5) per cent of the first money; when less 
than seven entries remain, none shall withdraw 
without the consent of the stewards, and then 
only upon payment of the declaration fee. In 
purse races with more than eight entries, owners 
may declare out to that number free of charge. 
The right to declare free shall be determined by 
lot if occasion should require. All declaration 
fees in purse races shall go, 60 per cent to the 
second horse and 40 per cent to the third horse.” 

The Maryland State Racing Commission, which 
originally followed the pattern of The Jockey 
Club in New York in arrangement of its rules 
of racing, recently adopted the following: “In 
purse races and overnight handicaps with more 
than eight (8) horses owners shall have the 
right to declare out to that number by 8:30 a. m. 
on the day of the race, such right to be deter- 
mined by lot when necessary. Declarations below 
eight (8) horses may only be made by per- 
mission from the stewards.” 

The Florida Commission also followed The 
Jockey Club rules when preparing its code, and 
that is why the broader privilege in the matter 
of scratches does not exist in that State. 

It was demonstrated at Tropical Park that 
the New York practice does not fit entirely the 
winter racing scheme, and after the subject had 
been presented to Chairman Burdine of the

State Racing Commission by Stewards Vincent 
Treanor and Tom Thorp, following a talk with 
horsemen seeking a change, permission was 
given for withdrawals to be made in the discre- 
tion of the stewards. 

This fact indicates the probable attitude of 
the Florida State Racing Commission and that 
is one reason we say a change doubtless will be 
made before the next season of racing. Another 
reason is that a majority of the horsemen seem 
to want the change to be made, and the Florida 
Commission has indicated a disposition to listen 
to the horsemen in the matter of rules of the 
sport of which they form so important a part.

Mrs. Kane, I think your high 
estimate of Chance Play as a sire may be vin- 
dicated, and that with gratifying dispatch.

T is authentically reported that spurious lists 
of winter book odds on the Kentucky Derby 
purporting to be those of the two Toms, Shaw 
and Kearney, are being circulated throughout 
the country. This, it is said, is an old custom of 
the grafters and a racket that has swollen in 
volume until it now comes under the head of big 
business. For the benefit of those who imagine 
they know which candidate will win the Derby 
and are anxious to have a bit on the outcome 
of the race, it may be observed that Kearney and 
Shaw have no agents and don’t solicit business 
via “dodgers” and speakeasy and poolroom can- 
vasses. They submit their odds only through 
the press.

EARLINGS certainly can make one appear 

ridiculous, For instance, there’s that Psyche 
trick in the Widener outfit. This daughter of 
John P. Grier and Sweetheart was a standout 
yearling, but doesn’t appear to have grown an 
inch since last summer. She actually looks to 
have shrunk. Psyche might win races, but a 
potential champion—I think not. So it goes, the 
standout yearling is “outlooked” by dozens at 
the same track as a 2-year-old.

OCKEY Mack Garner is taking his turn with 

every “set’’ and looks younger today than 
he did five years ago. He appears in fine physical 
condition and as if he’ll be able to ride lighter 
than usual this season. It is a pleasure to observe 
Mack handling a horse, particularly a cantanker- 
ous one. He has a fine seat and hands. Garner’s 
choice of the Widener 2-year-olds is a gelding 
named Bushranger, a tall, growthy chestnut 
fellow by *Stefan the Great from the Man 0’ 
War mare, War Path. “But you can’t expect a 
growing horse like that to come to hand very 
early,” he added.

OBINSON CRUSOE certainly looks the part 

of a good racehorse. This 3-year-old three- 
parts brother, by Whisk Broom II, to Osmand, 
has the proportions of a horse that might prove 
very formidable doing anything required of 
Thoroughbreds. He showed well as a yearling 
and but for the misfortune which abruptly ter- 
minated his career at two, might have ranked 
with the best of them, rather the second-best of 
them, for to parallel Top Flight’s achievements 
would be anticipating too much. It is earnestly 
to be hoped that the old trouble doesn’t manifest 
itself again.

STATE RACING COMMISSION. 


ENTUCKY is to have for the next two years 

the same State Racing Commission it had 
the past four years, namely, Polk Laffoon, of 
Covington, chairman; William E. Smith, of Louis- 
ville, vice-chairman; Stephen Sewell Combs, of 
Lexington; Theodore E. Mueller, of Louisville; 
and Frazer D. LeBus, of Lexington and Cyn- 
thiana. 

The General Assembly at Frankfort adjourn- 
ed Thursday night, March 17, without the Sen- 
ate’s having acted upon Governor Ruby Laf- 
foon’s reappointment of those named above, 
whereupon the Governor, on Friday morning, 
sent their names to the Secretary of State. Their 
status:now is that they are recess appointees 
whose names must be sent to the Senate at the 
next session of the Legislature, which will be 
in 1934, unless there should be an extra session, 
which the Governor has said he does not intend. 

Senator Allie W. Young, leader of the upper 
branch of the Legislature, was displeased when 
Governor Laffoon made reappointment of the 
Commission named by Governor Flem D. Samp- 
son, it having been his understanding that Polk 
Laffoon would be the only one of the five to be 
reappointed, and that the others would be T. P. 
Hayes, of Lexington; G. B. Senff. of Mt. Ster- 
ling; Rodman Meacham, of Hopkinsville; and 
James P. Edwards, of Louisville. 


He is said to have expressed his displeasure 
to the Governor and to have intimated to him 
that the Senate would not confirm the appoint- 
ments. At any rate the Rules Committee, which 
reported favorably on all of the Governor’s other 
appointments, and saw them confirmed, did not 
report the State Racing Commission five. 


It was related at Frankfort on the night of 
the Legislature’s adjournment that the Senate 
Rules Committee had informed Governor Laf- 
foon that Messrs. Laffoon, Combs and Smith, 
Democrats, were acceptable to the committee, 
but that Messrs. LeBus and Mueller, Republicans, 
were not. It is reported that the committee 
suggested to the Governor that he name, instead 
of those two, former Senator Johnson N. Cam- 
den, choice of Lieutenant Governor Albert B. 
Chandler. and G. B. Senff, choice of Senator 
Allie W. Young. The Governor is alleged to have 
said that Mr. Senff was not acceptable to him, 
hut that he would name Senator Camden and 
Rodman Meacham. That did not suit the Rules 
Committee. The Governor stood pat and so did 
the committee, thereby creating a deadlock in 
which the Governor had all the advantage. 

After Governor Laffoon had sent their names 
to the Senate, Chairman Polk Laffoon issued a 
call for a meeting of the Commission to be held 
Saturday, March 12, but later changed it to 
Saturday, March 19. The five members met in 
the Commission’s offices in the Phoenix Hotel, 
Lexington, at noon on that date, received their 
new commissions from Governor Laffoon; were 
sworn into office by Miss Leo McCulloch, a 
notary; and organized by again electing Polk 
Laffoon chairman and William E. Smith, vice- 
chairman. 

Thomas R. Underwood, manager of The Lezx- 
ington Herald, was chosen secretary to succeed 
Charles N. Lewis, of Louisville. Most everyone 
who knows the capable and pleasant young news- 
paper man will agree that choosing him for 


this place is about the best thing the Commis- 
sion has done in four years. Miss M. Louise 
Wilson, secretary of the Kentucky Association, 
who has so acceptably filled the place of assist- 
ant secretary that she might well have been 
chosen secretary, was reappointed to that posi- 
tion. 


The Kentucky Association, of which S. §. 
Combs is president and Thomas S. Scott is gen- 
eral manager, and the Latonia Jockey Club, of 
which Polk Laffoon is president and M. J. Winn 
managing director, requested dates, which were 
granted. Dates for Churchill Downs, Inc., of 
which S. M. Culbertson is president and M. J. 
Winn managing director, had been granted at a 
previous meeting, so that the spring schedule in 
Kentucky as approved by the State Racing Com- 
mission is as follows: 

Lexington, 10 days, Saturday, April 16, to Wednes- 

day, April 27. 

i 19 days, Saturday, April 30, to Saturday, 


Laie ‘31 days, Saturday, June 25, to Saturday, 

July 30. 

There is to be a day of racing for charity on 
Thursday, April 28, at Churchill Downs, Louis- 
ville. The schedule leaves open 29 racing days 
between the ending at Louisville and the begin- 
ning at Latonia. It had been reported that the 
Dade Park Jockey Club might request dates for 
a meeting at Dade Park, near Henderson, within 
that period, but nothing was said about it at 
the Commission’s meeting. Dade Park Jockey 
Club’s application for dates will come later. 

The rules were changed to permit the reduc- 
tion of purses at all meetings. For Lexington 
the minimum was reduced from $800 to $500; 
for Louisville, from $1,200 to $800, and for La- 
tonia, from $1,200 to $800. It is required that 
the purse races at Lexington shall average $600 
each day, and that at Louisville and Latonia 
they shall average $900 per race each day. 
Thus Lexington is required to add not less than 
a total of $4,800 for a program of eight races, 
and at Louisville and Latonia the total for a 
program of seven races is required to be not 
less than $6,300. The rule applying to Lexing- 
ton will also be applicable to Dade Park. 

The open claiming rule also was adopted as 
a substitute for the rule under which only the 
owners of horses participating in a race could 
claim. Under the new rule anybody may claim 
a horse by depositing the claiming price in cur- 
rency in the office of the racing association. The 
minimum claiming price was reduced to $1,000 
for Lexington and Dade Park and to $1,500 for 
Louisville and Latonia. The owners of the cheap- 
er horses will like this. 

It was noted that the requirement that all 
jockeys riding in races in Kentucky shall wear 
fibre skull caps had not been included in the 
rules of racing soon to be printed and published, 
and this was voted to be included. 

The rules governing meetings of the Commis- 
sion were changed so that, instead of reguiring 
quarterly gatherings, they will be at the call of 
the chairman, vice-chairman or any two mem- 
bers. 

John B. McLaughlin, of Lexington, for a num- 
ber of years supervisor of pari-mutuel pooling 
at Kentucky meetings, was re-elected to that post 
without opposition. 

Ferdinand Gnau, of Louisville, a former tele- 
graph operator, quite familiar with race track 
telegraphy, was appointed telegraph censor. Mr. 
Gnau is a member of the Kentucky Legislature 
and was one of the strongest supporters of Gov-

ernor Laffoon and his measures at the session 
which adjourned last week. 

The Commission refused the application of 
former Jockey Joseph A. Mooney, of New Or- 
leans, ruled off several years ago in connection 
with R. D. Williams and others, for license to 
ride. 

Charles F. Price and C. Bruce Head, of Louis- 
ville, and Thomas C. Bradley, of Lexington, were 
reappointed to be the committee to pass upon 
applications for trainers’, jockeys’, apprentices’ 
and agents’ license and 'to make recommenda- 
tions to the Commission. 

The following officials for the Lexington meet- 
ing were approved: 

Stewards—T. C. Bradley and J. J. Graddy; 
placing judges—W. H. Shelley, Sherman Good- 
paster and L. G. Bogenschutz; starter—William 
Hamilton; racing secretary and handicapper— 
W. H. Shelley; clerk of the scales—L. C. Bogen- 
schutz; paddock judge—Dr. J. T. Chawk; patrol 
judge-—Brownell Berryman; timer—W. M. Potts. 

The following officials for Louisville and La- 
tonia meetings were approved: Stewards— 
Charles F. Price, C. Bruce Head, T. C. Bradley 
and Elijah Hogge; placing judges—W. H. Shel- 
ley, S. H. McMeekin and Sherman Goodpaster; 
racing secretary and handicapper—-W. H. Shel- 
ley; clerk of scales—S. H. McMeekin; entry 
clerk—L. C. Bogenschutz; starter—William Ham- 
ilton; paddock judge—Dr. J. T. Chawk; patrol 
judge—W. E. Phillips; timer—Quin Cogar. 

There was nothing said about the “take’’ on 
pari-mutuel pooling. It continues to be 10 per 
cent. 

The Commission adjourned to meet at 8 o’clock 
in the evening Friday, April 15, at which time 
the report of the license committee will be re- 
ceived and licenses granted or denied, as the 
case may be. The meeting will be in the of- 
fices of the Commission in the Phoenix Hotel, 
Lexington. 

It would be well for trainers and jockeys to 
remember to have their applications in the hands 
of Secretary Underwood on or before April 1. 
The fee now is $10. After April 1 it will be $25. 

Col. M. J. Winn and Maurice Galvin were 
present at the meeting to represent the Ameri- 
can Turf Association. Thomas S. Scott repre- 
sented Lexington. 


LEXINGTON PLANS. 

The condition book for the Kentucky Associa- 
tion’s spring meeting of 10 days, Saturday, April 
16, to Wednesday, April 27, as written by Judge 
W. H. Shelley, is expected to be in the hands 
of horsemen by the end of the current week. 
President Sewell Combs stated Saturday last 
that the total purse distribution for the meeting 
will be $53,000. There will be no stake races, 
but the names and conditions of the usual spring 
stakes will be retained and run as added money 
events. There will be five of these with $1,000 
each added bearing the names Camden Handi- 
cap and Ben Ali Handicap, for 3-year-olds and 
upward; Ashland Oaks, for 3-year-old fillies; 
Idle Hour Stakes for 2-year-old colts and geld- 
ings, and Hinata Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies. 

There are to be eight races daily, a total of 
80 races for the meeting. Twenty races will be 
for purses of $500 and the other 55 will be 
largely for $600 purses. The claiming scale will 
be from $1,000 to $5,000. The pari-mutuel 
“take” will continue to be 10 per cent. 

President Combs said that a proposal to cut 


the admission fee to $1.00 per person and sus- 
pend the free list had received consideration, 
but that it had been decided to retain the $2.00 
fee and to ask the association’s friends to be 
as lenient as possible in their requests for 
badges. 


BURNING BLAZE. 


John J. Greely, trainer of the Shandon Farm 
horses, including Burning Blaze, shipped his 
string from the Kentucky Association track, 
Lexington, to Churchill Downs, Louisville, on 
Tuesday of this week. The horses are occupy- 
ing the stable of former United States Senator 
Johnson N. Camden, who is temporarily out of 
racing. Working over the Kentucky Association 
track Monday morning, in the presence of Train- 
er Greely and Richard E. Nash, son of one of 
the owners of Shandon Farm, Burning Blaze 
went a quarter in 26 2-5, three furlongs in :40; 
half mile in :53, and five furlongs in 1:06 2-5, 
according to Trainer Greely’s watch. Others 
present timed the son of Big Blaze faster. He 
cantered out the six furlongs in 1:20, and the 
trainer expressed himself as well pleased with 
the work and the condition of the Kentucky 
Derby candidate.

Duval A. Headley, nephew 
of Mr. Headley, came in from New Orleans Mon- 
day with four horses which he campaigned at 
Jefferson Park and the Fair Grounds. He will 
also accompany the string to Maryland. 


NICHOLAS IN KENTUCKY.

fourth, separated by heads and necks. Distance, 
six furlongs. 

“Our State Fair half-mile track is second to 
none in the South. Purses will be offered for 
runners next fall. Our dates are October 3 to 8. 
Charles A. Somma, Richmond, Va., is secretary.”

THE JOCKEY CLUB MEETS. 

TEWARDS attending the meeting of The 

Jockey Club at its offices in New York City 
March 16 were Chairman William Woodward, 
Joseph E. Davis, Robert A. Fairbairn and A. H. 
Morris. Mr. Fairbairn, not a member of the 
board of stewards, acted as deputy for George 
H. Bull, who is now in South America. 

They tabled the application of Jockey L. (Bud- 
dy) Ensor for a license, and Algernon Dainger- 
field, assistant secretary and assistant treasurer 
of The Jockey Club, explained that the action 
is not at all final; that further reports are be- 
ing awaited on the rider’s effort to keep his so- 
briety, and that if these reports are favorable 
his chances of riding on New York tracks will 
be improved. 

Edward Jelly, who committed the offense of 
a “weak ride’ at Empire City in 1923, was de- 
nied a riding license.

Three of the races are late clos- 
ing subscription events with $5,000 each, namely 
the Inaugural Handicap, 3-year-olds and up- 
ward, six furlongs, on the opening day, entries 
to close March 29; the Rowe Memorial Handi- 
cap, 3-year-olds, one mile and 70 yards, April 9, 
entries to close April 5, and the Baltimore Handi- 
cap, 3-year-olds and upward, one mile and a 
sixteenth, April 13, entries close April 9. The 
Bowie Kindergarten, for 2-year-olds, one half 
mile, April 12, overnight subscription event. 
There is one race for $1,600 added; four for 
$1,500 added; 15 for $1,400 added and 53 for

FOREIGN 


THE GRAND NATIONAL, 


HE 1932 running of the Grand National 
Steeplechase, the world’s most noted jump- 

ing race, decided Friday, March 18, at Aintree, 
fell to W. Parsonage’s Forbra, a 50-1 outsider 
(95 to 1 in the totalisator) which was grouped 
with numerous other starters in the lowest 
weight bracket, carrying 147 pounds. The 7- 
year-old gelding won by three lengths from Mrs. 
Ireland’s Egremont (147), which was on almost 
even terms with Forbra at the last fence but 
weakened in the run home. Third was W. H. 
Midwood’s Shaun Goilin (172), winner of the 
1930 renewal of the race. Of the 36 starters, 
nine finished the course. After the first three, 
those which got across the finish line were, in 
the order of their finish, H. B. Brandt’s Near 
East (150), Capt. G. R. Westmacott’s Aspirant 
(147), Mrs. C. S. Bird Jr.’s Heartbreak Hill 
(160), Lord Glenapp’s Annandale (150), Austin 
H. Niblack’s Sea Soldier (156) and another horse 
which was at first declared to be Jesse Metcalf’s 
Theras (152). Of these, Heartbreak Hill, Sea 
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Soldier and Theras are American-owned. The 
day after the running, however, Jockey G. Owen, 
Jr., who rode Theras, stated that his mount did 
not finish the course, so apparently there has 
been a mistake made either in the identity or 
the number of horses which finished. 


A crowd of perhaps 300,000 was on hand for 
the race, including the Prince of Wales and 
Prince George, who flew to the course in their 
private planes. It was probably the largest 
crowd that ever saw a Grand National. The day 
was bright and warm, and the course hard— 
too hard to be safe. 

Falls occurred almost with regularity through- 
out the four miles and 856 yards. Three horses 
went down at the first jump. Inverse fell at 
Becher’s Brook the first time around. Quite 
Calm failed next. The American-owned Delarue, 
property of J. B. Snow, refused at the canal 
turn. John A. Drake’s Coup de Chapeau, which 
the erstwhile American plunger had bought 
especially for the Grand National, went down 
next, to be followed soon by Gregalach, the 1929 
winner. K. C. B. fell at the water jump in front 
of the stand. John Hay Whitney’s Dusty Foot 
was eliminated at the canal turn the second 
time around. Pelorus Jack and Gordon Sel- 
fridge’s Ruddyman also went down here. Glan- 
gesia fell soon after. Grakle, which was joint 
favorite with the American-owned mare Heart- 
break Hill, at odds of 100 to 12, finished one 
round of the course, then ran out as the horses 
were swinging away into the “country.” 

The horses were kept a long time at the post, 
the start finally being effected at 3:16 p. m. 
English time. Tootenhill set the pace at first, 
then Apostasy took the lead from him, only to 
fall at the first fence after going to the front. 
Jockey J. Hamey drove Forbra to the front as 
they went by the stands for the first time. In- 
verse was whipped past Forbra into the lead, 
but Hamey sat still and soon saw Inverse take 
a header. After that Forbra kept the lead 
steadily, and steadily the opposition dwindled 
behind him. At the last jump the Irish-bred 
Egremont had enough left to challenge, but not 
enough to win. Egremont had been close be- 
hind the leader almost from the beginning and 
was lapped on him at the last jump, but Hamey’s 
whip descended and Forbra came away in the 
run-in. 

Forbra was 50 to 1, Egremont 33 to 1, Shaun 
Goilin 40 to 1, Near East 50 to 1. In the total- 
isator, Forbra was 95 to 1 win, 25 to 1 place; 
Egremont was 15 to 1 place; Shaun Goilin, 20 to 
1 show. The time was 9:443-5, much slower 
than usual.

H. Glover, breeder; W. Parsonage, 
owner; T. R. Rimell, trainer. 


Forbra is English-bred, his victory breaking 
an extended series of successes for Irish horses 
in the Grand National. He did not carry silks 
until he was 4-year-old. Then, racing under the 
colors of his breeder, H. Glover, he won three 
out of 12 races over hurdles before being sold 


to his trainer, Harry Hunt. Racing in the name 
of Mrs. Hunt, he failed to win a race, and was 
sold late last spring to his present owner. His 
first start under Mr. Parsonage’s colors was in 
the Moderate Steeplechase at Newberry in 
December, 1931. He finished second to Miss 
Dorothy Paget’s Golden Miller, but was awarded 
the purse after it was discovered that Golden 
Miller had carried insufficient weight. Forbra 
beat Aspirant in the Montague Evans Cup 
Handicap Steeplechase at Taunton in February. 
It is the first Grand National success for Trainer 
T. R. Rimell and for Jockey J. Hamey, though 
Hamey has previously finished the course on 
three of his mounts. 

Sea Soldier, the Man o’ War gelding which 
was the only American-bred horse in the field, 
got over all the 32 jumps without making a 
mistake, but showed no speed over the flat. 
Said his trainer, Len Carey: “If I ever bring Sea 
Soldier or any other horse. over here for the 
Grand National, it will be a few weeks before 
the race. I think he staled off.” Sea Soldier 
is being shipped back to the United States Sat- 
urday of this week and will make his next start 
in the Maryland Hunt Cup. 


THE LINCOLNSHIRE HANDICAP. 


In the slow time of 1:44 4-5, A. E. McKinlay’s 
Jerome Fandor, carrying only 97 pounds and 
held at 40 to 1 in the betting, won the one-mile 
Lincolnshire Handicap, first of the more notable 
English flat races, at Lincoln Park Wednesday, 
March 16. Two other lightly weighted outsiders, 
Dooley, 92 pounds, and Knight Error (last year’s 
Lincolnshire winner), 108 pounds, were second 
and third respectively. Dooley was beaten three- 
quarters of a length, with Knight Error a length 
and a half farther back. Thirty-six horses ran, 
equalling the record field for the race, and of 
these the only publicly favored contestant to 
finish near the leaders was Go Easy, fourth. 
Zanoff, the starting price favorite, Diolite, the 
Guineas winner, and John Hay Whitney’s Jericho 
were among the unplaced. 


Jerome Fandor, a 4-year-old chestnut gelding 
by Fantomas out of Minden Maid, by Coriander, 
she out of Dutch Lass, by Erla Mor, won three 
races from 12 starts at two, but the best he 
could do at three was once third in eight starts. 
Fantomas is by Phalaris out of Barina, by Sun- 
star. He raced only as a 2-year-old, having been 
unplaced in two of his three starts and left at 
the post in the other. Minden Maid did not win. 
She is the dam of three other winners of four 
minor races, Thomas Minden and Whoopee, own 
brothers to Jerome Fandor, and Minden Boy, by 
Captivation, a 2-year-old winner last year. 


BRITISH “WORLD SUPREMACY.” 


At the Gimcrack dinner at York, Gerald Deane, 
noted auctioneer of the firm of Tattersalls, gave 
some figures which, says Hotspur, of The Daily 
Telegraph (London), “prove that it is as undeni- 
able as ever that the supremacy of British blood- 
stock is still unchallenged.” Hotspur says Mr. 
Deane’s object in giving those figures and mak- 
ing that speech “was in no spirit of smug satis- 
faction, but rather in the nature of a warning 
that the excessive taxation of stallions’ earnings, 
if persisted in, must inevitably result in alarming 
injury to the industry of Thoroughbred horse 
breeding.” Mr. Deane reminded his hearers that 
in Great Britain there are some 7,500 Thorough- 
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bred mares and 670 stallions to serve them. He 
laced the number of owners of these mares and 
stallions at 3,000. “From this small nucleus of 
3,000 human beings and just over 8,000 horses,” 
relates Hotspur in reporting Mr. Deane’s speech, 
“the whole vast enterprise of racing owes its 
existence, not only here, but to a great extent in 
every country in the world where racing oper- 
ates.” THE BLOOD-HORSE, recognizing the virtue 
and value of the better strains of English blood 
that have come to America and deploring the 
damage done by the rubbish that has been 
brought to these shores from that country, and 
wishing to take nothing from England to which 
she is justly entitled, cannot repress the thought 
that Mr. Deane was taking a great deal for 
granted. The Thoroughbred horse has been 
bred on sufficiently in America to make de- 
pendance upon replenishments from England un- 
necessary for years to come, perhaps forever, if 
it should have to be. But, since it is always de- 
sirable that America should have the best, it is 
likely that we will continue to go to England for 
choice blood, but the day for bringing over rub- 
bish has passed. The market is not here for it 
now and never will be again. We have decidedly 
better among our weeds at home, and for less 
money. 
FOREIGN NOTES. 

The German Derby will be run June 26 at 
Hamburg. It has a value of 100,000 marks; for 
next year’s running the value has been reduced 
to 75,000 marks. 

In betting pools in Germany this year, there 
will be a pay-off on the first four horses in 
fields of 12 or more. 


FLORIDA, 


TROPICAL PARK—KEENEY PARK. 

HE racing scene for the waning racing season 

in Florida has shifted from Miami to near 
Jacksonville—from Tropical Park to St. Johns 
Park. The Gables Racing Association’s second 
meeting ended on Saturday, March 19, and the 
Florida Jockey Club’s spring meeting of 10 days 
began on Monday, March 21, and is to end 
March 31. There can be no racing, under the 
new law, in Florida between April 1 and Decem- 
ber 1. 

The closing day at Tropical Park, in the mat- 
ter of betting, was the best of the 18 days, and 
the turnover during the last six days was the 
best of the period. The same was true of the 
attendance, which had fallen off during the 
second week. As it worked out, the season was 
extended beyond that of previous years and the 
Gables Racing Association is said to have 
profited something’ like $50,000 to aid in off- 
setting the heavy loss it had on the first meet- 
ing. 

The pooling for the 18 days totaled $2,058,236, 
a daily average of $114,346. The daily average 
for the last six days was $130,624. The poorest 
day was the ninth day of the meeting, when 
the turnover was only $80,331. The total for 
the closing day was $176,474. 

The St. Johns Park meeting opened as sched- 
uled with the same set of officials as had Tropi- 
cal Park.

HE winter racing season in Louisiana ended 

last Saturday, March 19, with the close of 
the Louisiana Jockey Club’s meeting at the Fair 
Grounds.

Two 
stakes were run during the last week at the 
Fair Grounds, the Liam T. MacCosgair Stakes 
run St. Patrick’s Day and won by Justice Logan, 
and the Louisiana Derby, feature of the closing 
day, won by Lucky Tom. The last day’s sport 
at the Fair Grounds had nothing lacking for 
thrills. The first five races all resulted in nose 
and head finishes. Excellent weather prevailed, 
and a good crowd was out for the closing day, 
but it would have taken many such crowds to 
lift the meeting “out of the red.’’ New Orleans 
has been no spot for racing crowds this winter.

THE LOUISIANA DERBY. 


The eleventh running of the Louisiana Derby 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1 1-8 miles), at the 
Fair Grounds last Saturday, March 19, the clos- 
ing day, was decided on a fluke. J. J. Robin- 
son’s Lucky Tom (120) finished a nose in front 
of S. W. Labrot’s Open Hearth (116) and might 
have been disqualified on Jockey J. H. Burke’s 
protest that Jockey Anthony Pascuma, riding 
Lucky Tom, had struck Open Hearth across the 
face with his whip in the stretch, when Open 
Hearth was gaining rapidly. The disqualifica- 
tion was avoided, however, by the stewards on 
the ground that Open Hearth was bearing over 
on Lucky Tom at the time and Pascuma’s flying 
whip accidentally struck the Labrot horse, which 
is a son of *Sir Greysteel—*Florestine, by Beppo. 
Lucky Tom lived up to his name, beating the 
barrier by lengths, and opening up a lead that 
amounted to three lengths on the last turn. In 
the stretch he weakened badly as Open Hearth 
made a game challenge, which failed, perhaps 
because “racing luck’’ went against him. Joseph 
Leiter’s Prince Hotspur (116), was third, a 
length and a half behind the leaders, and E. R. 
Bradley’s Bertjohn (116) was fourth, another 
length back. The others were Hoops (116), 
Crystal Prince (116), Springsteel (118), Adsum 
(116), Princess Camelia (115). Bertjohn was 
favorite, Lucky Tom second choice, paying $6.60 
for $2.

PHAR LAP’S AMERICAN DEBUT. 


ITHOUT finding it necessary to show his 

full strength, the Australian champion, 
Phar Lap, carried top weight of 129 pounds to 
an easy victory in the third running of the Agua 
Caliente Handicap ($50,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 11-4 miles) at Agua Caliente Sunday, 
March 20. It was the first start he had made 
since November 3, and he had made an ocean 
voyage of approximately 10,000 miles in the 
meantime, but he was fit enough to toy with 
his field and win by two lengths from J. A. 
Best’s Reveille Boy (118) and set a new track 
record of 2:024-5. The 8-year-old Scimitar 
(100), owned by J. D. Mikel, came through the 
stretch with a rush to nose out the 3-year-old 
Joe Flores (90), owned by S. H. Lee, for third 
money, The others in the 11-horse field were, 
in the order of their finish, Marine (114), Good 
and Hot (102), Seth’s Hope (112), Spanish Play 
(117), Dr. Freeland (120), Bahamas (3-y-o, 99), 
Cabezo (3-y-o, 100). 

The Agua Caliente Handicap was run as the 
thirteenth race of a program of 15 races, four 
of which were decided before noon. The man- 
agement was taking no chances at missing any 
of the turnover that might be available from 
the crowd of 15,000 persons attracted to the 
course by the big red horse from Australia. 
The field went to the post at 4:48 Pacific 
Standard Time, and was kept there for 61-2 
minutes, chiefly because of the antics of Reveille 
Boy, though Scimitar and Cabezo also misbe- 
haved badly. Reveille Boy was finally taken to 
the outside of the stalls and a good start was 
then effected, in which Phar Lap was last to 
get in motion. Good and Hot first went to the 
lead, with Bahamas second. Jockey W. Elliott, 
brought from Australia to ride Phar Lap, took 
his mount under restraint immediately after the 
start. As the field passed the stand for the first 
time, Joe Flores took a short lead, which he 
yielded up to Bahamas on the first turn. But 
Bahamas soon dropped back again and allowed 
Joe Flores and Cabezo to pass him before the 
backstretch was reached. Early in the back- 
stretch Cabezo held the lead, but halfway down 


the straight Elliott let Phar Lap have his head. 


The invader made a great run, coming from 
sixth place into a three-length lead before going 
into the second turn. After such a withering 
burst of speed, Jockey Elliott figured that he 
must have squelched the hopes of the opposition, 
so he once more took the champion in hand. 
But R. Wholey now challenged with Reveille Boy, 
which during the .early running had been al- 
most last of the field. Within a furlong, Reveille 
Boy cut Phar Lap’s lead from three lengths to 
a head. But from the eighth pole on to the 
finish, Phar Lap was again drawing away. In- 
deed, he came away with such ease that it was 
apparent that Elliott had never taken Reveille 
Boy’s challenge seriously. Reveille Boy’s cour- 
ageous run brought him to the finish three 
lengths ahead of the recently claimed Scimitar, 
and Joe Flores was another three lengths 
farther back. 

Phar Lap came out of the race in excellent 
condition, but bruised his leg while objecting to 
having a wreath of roses hung about his neck 
at the judges’ stand. The roses frightened him, 
since it is the custom in Australia to hang rib- 


bons on the bridles of winners of important 
races. Trainer Tommy Woodcock said that the 
bruise was not serious. Owner David J. Davis 
had nominated Phar Lap for the Agua Caliente 
Consolation Cup, to be run Sunday, March 27, 
closing day of the meeting, but the injury prob- 
ably will prevent his starting. Further plans 
for the big gelding are not yet announced, but 
he probably will be shipped to Chicago soon. It 
is now apparent that Phar Lap is a horse of such 
calibre that he will be at home among American 
horses of the highest class.

Off in the lead and showing his heels to the rest 
of the five-horse field all the way, the Oak Tree 
Stable’s Bahamas (115) won the third running 
of the Agua Caliente Derby ($5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds, 1 1-16 miles) at Agua Caliente Sunday, 
March 6.

LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By H. S. FINNEY 


HERONFORD AND RETIREMENT. 


HE Heronford and Retirement Studs of those 

courteous Virginia gentlemen, Thomas G. and 
Charles G. Herring, are located about one mile 
from the town of Bridgewater and six miles from 
the city of Harrisonburg in the Shenandoah Val- 
ley. These two farms have many features about 
them which stamp them at once to the observer 
as naturally adapted to raising horses. The good 
climate, lots of limestone formation, the eleva- 
tion, the fine wide stream which separates the 
two studs, numerous shade trees, large rolling 
paddocks with a good bluegrass sod, are among 
the studs’ best characteristics. 

One burning day in July, 1930, when the whole 
valley lay panting in the throes of that summer's 
memorable drought, we spent some time with 
the Messrs. Herring inspecting their yearlings, 
mares and foals, etc. They proudly showed us 
an old mare we hadn’t seen for years, Cypher 
Code, by Disguise, dam of the Walden Stakes 
winner, Senator Norris. The old mare was oc- 
cupied switching flies off a sturdy bay colt by 
The Porter which we were told we were to hear 
more of later. We did. This was the highest 
priced yearling sold in 1931, $16,000 being his 
cost to Mrs. J. H. Whitney at the Saratoga year- 
ling sales All this by way of showing that the 
Herrings “raise ’em right.” 

We were favored with a beautiful sunny Feb- 
ruary day for our last visit and found everybody 
in a much more cheerful frame of mind than on 
our previous trip. Unfortunately, due to a be- 
reavement in the family, we were deprived of the 
pleasure of seeing Charles Herring at all and 
had only a few minutes’ chat with his brother 
Thomas. This was a real misfortune, as we 
knew of old how much the brothers love to show 
their horses to visitors and how much there is to 
be learned from them. 

At Heronford we saw a nicely turned, though 
small, filly foal about three days old, sister to 
Rocky News, by Rockminster out of War News. 
This was the only mare we saw there, the rest 
being all turned out and our time limited. What 
we did see, however, was the best grown, healthi- 
est-looking lot of yearling fillies we have seen 
this season. 


Sixteen were running out together and gallop- 
ing freely along the hillside. The first to catch 
our eye was a bay filly by High Cloud out of 
*Torque, by Collar, sister to the good Oaks win- 
ner Altitude. This is a really high class filly 
and hard to fault. A well-balanced short-coupled 
brown is by Sun Circle out of Hussy, by *Star 
Shoot, dam of Sun Forward. Delilah, by Delhi, 
has a big, rangy black by *Coq Gaulois which 
looks like a ’chaser. The War News filly also 
shows promise. 

Before leaving Heronford we had a look at 
that great, slashing grey stallion *Coq Gaulois, 
by Royal Dream out of Confiserie, by Le Basilic. 
A winner on the flat and over the jumps of 
17 races and over half a million francs, *Coq 
Gaulois has been used more with an eye to pro- 
ducing hunters and ’chasers than flat racers, 
though his get have any amount of speed. Silver- 
skin and Coq Gris are samples of the jumpers 
he has sired. Like all the horses at these studs 
this stallion looked well and in good trim to 
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start his season’s work. The other stallion in 
which the Messrs. Herring are interested we did 
not see, this being Tall Timber, standing near 
Bridgewater. 


Crossing the stream we drove to Retirement, 
the old family home, and where Charles Herring 
now lives. Here are quartered a band of year- 
ling colts every whit the equal in breeding and 
appearance of the fillies across the valley. It 
was harder to form a comparison among the colts 
as we saw them all in their stalls, 14 of them 
in all. Probably the best seller will be the 
speedy-looking, good-shouldered son of Macaw 
and Gracenote, by Yankee, though we liked the 
big, rugged, good-boned bay by *Herodot out of 
Vive McGee, by *McGee, just as well. Another 
colt which impressed us as a real sales prospect 
is the chestnut son of High Time and Lady Am- 
bassador, by *AmbassadorIV. The German mare 
*Mischief, by Aberglade, has a good chestnut colt 
by Mars. A powerful lad is another chestnut by 
Canter out of Wrackalette, by *Wrack. Two 
good sons of *Coq Gaulois are the greys out of 
Colleen, by Celt, and Airy Fairy, by Trap Rock. 

A purchase of last fall, the old *Meddler mare 
Fresnay, has a typically marked chestnut daugh- 
ter of Pennant, foaled recently. She was the only 
mare to have foaled at Retirement when we were 
there. There are about 37 mares running on the 
400 acres of the two places but we had only time 
to see a few of them. Cypher Code is not in 
foal this year, though she looks well for her age; 
*Sobranje, dam of many winners, in foal to *Coq 
Gaulois; Moncito, by Trap Rock, and in foal to 
The Porter. The big handsome matron Lady 
Ambassador and the fine bay Gracenote were 
among the few mares we did see. 


The Herrings do not believe in pampering their 
stock in any way, though the yearlings they an- 
nually ship to Saratoga invariably show careful 
raising. Not being in the class of millionaire 
breeders, these gentlemen have not the show 
buildings we have seen at some studs, but the 
number of winners they have produced in recent 
years proves that what they have is fully ade- 
quate for their needs.

FALLACY 


HINKING also of the late Thomas W. (Chi- 

cago) O’Brien and the financial success he 
made in backing horses, THE BLOOD-HORSE would 
respectfully and earnestly call the attention of 
E. Phocion Howard, editor and publisher of The 
New York Press, Bob Saxton, sporting editor of 
The Cincinnati Enquirer, and those others who so 
frequently inject into their writings the saying 
“all horse players must die broke,” to the fol- 
lowing from the pen of “Rapier,’’ published in 
The Illustrated Sporting and Dramatic News 
(London) : 

“Always it has been the case that the book- 
maker has left the big fortune. Now we have 
an authentic instance of a backer leaving the 
big sum of something like £185,000 (approxi- 
mately $740,000 at the present rate of exchange 
—KEd.), and a man who, when he died at Nice 
two months or so ago, was only between forty 
and fifty years of age. I am thinking of Charles 
David Beattie, who, I don’t suppose, had ever 
been heard of outside of a racecourse. He was 
a true professional backer in the sense that he 


“ made betting on the racecourse his one and only 


business in life. He went to meeting after meet- 
ing, missing only those that were on his black 
list. Two such, I remember his telling me, were 
Chester and Brighton. I had much admiration 
for his methods, and especially for his keen judg- 
ment of men as well as of horses, his extremely 
intelligent reading of a race and, above all, his 
self-control and patience. He came from about 
the humblest strata of Birmingham society, and 
his natural gifts and a certain charm of manner 
carried him forward. I used to come across him 
in St. Moritz, which he used as a centre for 
serious ski-ing expeditions. That would be after 
he had packed up at the end of flat racing. In- 
cidentally he had laid the foundations of his for- 
tune by winning what was said to have been £30,- 
000 over Verdict for the Cambridgeshire. That 
was only nine years ago, so that he must have 
been piling it up rapidly, and indeed it is as- 
tounding to me that one man could have taken 
so much out of the racecourse betting ring, 
bearing in mind what it has been in recent years. 

“He would not be shaken in his own ideas, which 
means that he did not bother a deal about the 
opinions of jockeys and trainers. Thus he made 
up his mind that Verdict would win the Cam- 
bridgeshire, and yet nine people out of ten 
thought the mare extraordinarily fortunate to 
beat Epinard, although the latter was giving as 
much as 18 lb. Still, Beattie must have been 
born to be lucky, but he realized what a lot 
Verdict owed to the jockeyship of Michael Beary. 
I think I had a good deal to do at the time with 
the jockey’s having the mount on the mare 
trained by William Waugh. But, as I have said, 
it was not due to exceptional luck that Beattie 
got all that money. He had an uncanny instinct 
for reading the market. If he did not fancy 
the horse or the price he would look on, but if 
the price was 20 to 1, and he had made out a 
good case, he would have just as much on as he 
would on what he regarded as an odds-on chance 
at even money. What an ideal stipendiary stew- 
ard he would have made! 

“Once last autumn a two-year-old, ridden by 
one of our leading jockeys and owned by a very 
prominent man who never bets, was at a fairly 
short price, as it was entitled to be on form. But 
the layers wanted to go on laying it and they 
began to extend the odds. ‘Don’t bother about 
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that one,’ said Beattie, ‘because it will not win.’ 
I watched the horse get well away, then eased and 
dropped in behind others, and finally produced 
to come through some beaten horses when too 
late. I heard the jockey had told the trainer 
that his horse lost ground at the start, an ex- 
planation to which I certainly could not sub- 
scribe. Beattie must have discovered something 
which kept him off backing a horse he had fan- 
cied. Perhaps he did not fancy the layers who 
were calling loudest. After another race, also 
at Newmarket last year, he said quietly: ‘T’ll 
be with you, Captain, when the time comes,’ re- 
ferring to a 2-year-old whose running he had 
noted and with which a certain Captain was 
connected. Not so long after the time came; the 
2-year-old won, and Beattie rejoiced with the 
stable without asking any questions. Then, per- 
haps, he would wait, passing race after race 
without having a bet, and when the tide was 
running against him he would not get rattled 
and chase big losses, but keep on waiting until 
the turn inevitably came. And away he would 
go again, building steadily, and reminding us 
that though average mortals find it hard in 
these highly competitive days to win money bet- 
ting, it can, nevertheless, be done, but only by 
going from meeting to meeting and putting ex- 
ceptional faculties to the study of each and 
every problem. Then betting becomes a profes- 
sion and ceases to be a pastime, which is why 
professional backers stay longest in the contest 
and pastime backers are so often missing from 
the arena!” 


ANNUALS 


HE 1931 edition of The Bloodstock Breeders’ 

Review and the 1932 edition (covering racing 
of 1931) of The American Racing Manual re- 
cently have been placed in the hands of their 
subscribers. They carry much material of in- 
terest to horsemen the world over, and any man 
who considers himself a student of Thorough- 
bred affairs will need to make frequent use of 
both of them. 

The British Bloodstock Agency, publisher of 
The Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, reduced the 
size of the publication in 1930, and the new 
book is about the same size as the edition of 
1930, containing 337 numbered pages, besides 
the advertisements and sales summaries. As an 
annual summary of the affairs of the Turf all 
over the world, it is unique, covering principal 
races, breeding developments, obituaries of noted 
men and horses, sales, statistics and other items 
of general interest. The veteran Edward Moor- 
house, as usual, contributes the leading articles, 
among them an extended account of the life of 
the famous mare, Pretty Polly, which died last 
year. Mr. Moorhouse is a scholarly writer, and 
thoroughly informed on whatever subjects he 
attempts (though he has been called to task by 
“Rapier,” that is, by A. S. Galtrey, in The Sport- 
ing and Dramatic News (London), for having 
credited “the foolish old story that the famous 
sire, Gainsborough, was named after the town 
of that name in England,” and not for the 
artist). 

The American Racing Manual is a very dif- 
ferent publication, confined in its scope, except 
for a few tables, to American racing only, which 
it handles mostly from a statistical point of 
view. Its statistics are the most thorough figures 
on racing anywhere. The new book has been 


improved by several new features, for instance, 
the leading steeplechase winners by years, the 
leaders of respective age divisions by years, and 
a table of 2-year-old filly winners by years. We 
note that it has failed to place High Time ($50,- 
000) in its list of horses which brought high 
prices at auction. In the list of stakes winning 
horses of 1931, a feature inaugurated the pre- 
vious year, occurs a typographical error which 
makes Annapolis second in the Billy Barton 
Steeplechase, instead of first. The errors, how- 
ever, are remarkably few, considering the enor- 
mous mass of material handled. 


Total distribution of money on North Ameri- 
can race courses in 1931, according to the Manual, 
was $13,084,154, the smallest figure in that col- 
umn since 1925. The following table, based 
upon the Manual’s statistics, will be of interest 
in showing how little the fortunes of the Turf 
have fallen in comparison with the rise they 
showed before the present depression set in.

NO ROOM FOR RIDERS 


HOULD any American jockeys be contem- 

plating employment in England, it is essen- 
tial that they ascertain in advance of going there 
whether license to ride would be available. A 
short while ago announcement was made in Eng- 
land that three South African jockeys had sailed 
with a view to riding in England during the com- 
ing flat racing season. “Hotspur,” a leading Eng- 
lish writer, says, in Daily Telegraph (London), 
he understands they will not be granted a license 
by Stewards of the Jockey Club, and he con- 
tinues: 

“The matter is of some importance. The Stew- 
ards can, if they choose, refuse to grant a license 
and decline to give a reason for their action. It 
has, of course, happened that Stewards have not 
been satisfied with an applicant’s credentials and 
character. They have not wanted him, and ar- 
bitrary action soon settles that. So, far as I 


know, there is no question of the kind in the 
cases of these South African jockeys. 

“I do not know whether they were warned be- 
fore sailing that licenses would not be given to 
them. If they were, then they can merely be 
coming here on a holiday, or they are optimistic. 
I am inclined to think at least one of them, Nicol, 
must have been in ignorance of the proposed ban, 
because Sir Abe Bailey, a member of the Jockey 
Club, who is in South Africa, had notified his 
trainer at Newmarket, Reggie Day, that Nicol 
would be arriving and would be available if con- 
sidered good enough. 

“Protection is the policy of the moment in 
national affairs, and the Stewards of the Jockey 
Club are merely identifying themselves with the 
national gesture when by their action in this 
case they wish it to be known that there is no 
room for jockeys from abroad while the supply 
of English jockeys is more than enough to meet 
any demands. There is, indeed, much to be said 
in favour of such protective argument, even 
though it has not extended in this instance to 
Dominion preference. 

“I do not see, however, that the present panel 
of Stewards of the Jockey Club, or any panel 
hereafter, will be able to create a rigid principle 
in this matter. They might, for instance, lift the 
ban in the case of jockeys abroad who are spe- 
cifically invited on a retainer to ride for owners 
in this country. 

“Otherwise the liberty of the owner might be 
interfered with in a way which has no concern 
with the rules and conduct of racing. Probably 
the present intention of the Stewards is to dis- 
courage jockeys drifting to this country, making 
formal application for licenses, getting them, and 
then merely idling on racecourses and in weighing 
rooms. 

“Hitherto there have been the essentials of Free 
Trade in jockeyship. Who can tell what the po- 
sition would have been to-day had it been other- 
wise? It was ‘Tod’ Sloan, that marvellous little 
American, who revolutionized English methods of 
jockeyship. He might have regarded himself as 
a dictator before whom Admiral Rous would have 
cringed, but he was a brainy revolutionary if 
ever there was one. We have never gone back on 
his teachings of race-riding, and we never shall, 
whether for good or ill. 

“Then there was ‘Danny’ Maher, who came to 
us from America to ride three Derby winners and 
become our vastly esteemed champion. He had 
intelligence, personality, and a certain charm 
which no jockey since has combined. He was an 
uplift to our jockeyship. Frank Wootton is not 
English-bred, and he was a champion comparable 
in his day only with Maher. 

“‘Skeets’ Martin, who won the Derby on Ard 
Patrick thirty years ago, was American. So also 
were Frank O’Neill, Bellhouse, and MacGee, and 
they came from France when wanted to ride 
classic winners here. George Stern came from 
France to gain lasting distinction at Epsom, and 
then there were the American brothers, Lester 
and Johnny Reiff, while in more modern times 
Australia has been represented by the popular 
Frank Bullock, and, still riding, Carslake. 

“Certainly it must not be assumed, in the ab- 
sence of information to the contrary, that the 
present Stewards have decided on setting up a 
rigid principle; but I am sure there will be 
general approbation of action which is taken to 
keep out jockeys who have no promise of im- 
portant employment at a time when some of our 
own quite capable jockeys have to stand down 
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far too often for want of opportunities. The 
Ministry of Labour, for a long time, have set 
an example in the official attitude to entertainers 
from abroad, and in any case permits have only 
been for a limited duration.” 

“Beaufort,” in The Evening News (London), 
says the ban extends also to trainers from abroad 
and that the Jockey Club Stewards “have circu- 
larized the various ruling bodies in other coun- 
tries to this effect.” He adds: “This decision 
will be applauded in practically every English 
racing center.” 

Since the foregoing was written the three 
jockeys, Nicol, Gorton and Passmore have ar- 
rived in England. The Sporting Life (London) 
says they were greatly surprised when unof- 
ficially informed that they may be refused li- 
censes to ride under Jockey Club Rules. “Au- 
gur,” in the same paper, says: “I very much 
doubt if such a ban is a wise contribution to the 
Tariff wall which we are building up.”
